Obdurate Conflict. 
"Such strife between competing 


unions," Justice Frankfurter said 
In the majority opinion, "has been 
an obdurate conflict in the evolu- 
tion of so-called craft unionism 
and has undobutedly been one of 
the potent forces in the modern 
development of Industrial unions.1* 
Justice Roberts wrote a dissent- 
ing opinion in which Chief Justice 
Hughes concurred. Justice Murphy 
did not participate. 
In another of the major eases 
on the docket, the court dismissed 
litigation involving an injunction 
temporarily restraining Governor 
Leon C. Phillips and other Okla- 
homa official* from interfering, 
by use of troops and a state court 
suit, with worK on the $20,000,000 
Grand River hydroelectric proj- 
est.

WHO MUST FILE A RETURN 
For Federal income 
tax pur- 


poses, widows, 
widowers, 
divor- 


cees, and married persons separat- 
ed by mutual consent are classed 
as single 
persons. 
These, 
with 


those who have never been wed- 
ded, whose gross Income was $800 
or more, must file an income tax 
return. Every marrtad person, liv- 
ing with husband or wife, If no 
joint return is made, who has a 
gross income of $2,000 or more, 
must also file an income tax re- 
turn. If the husband and wife each 
has an income, and their aggre- 
gate gross Income Is 2,000 or more, 
they must file an income tax re- 
turn; 


Husband and wife living togeth- 


er at the close of the taxable year 
may file 
a 
single 
joint 
return 


(even though one has no gross In- 
come), or make separate return* 
of the income of each. If separate 
returns are filed, one may not re- 
port income which belongs to the 
other, but must report only tna in- 
come which actually belongs to 
htm. 
If a joint return Is filed, the 


aggregate Income disclosed is sub- 
ject to both the normal tax and 
the surtax. The liability with re- 
spect to the tax on a joint return 
Is Joint and several. A joint return 
may not be made if either husband 
or wife Is a nonresident alien. 


If a joint return Is not made by 


an agent of the taxpayers, It must 
be signed by both husband ane} 
wife and sworn to before a prop- 
er officer by the spouse preparing 
the return, or if neither or both 
prepare the return then by both 
spouses. 


Where separate returns are filed 


by husband and wife, the Joint 
personal exemption of $2,000 may 
he t&ken by either or divided be- 
tween them in any proportion aj 
agreed upon. 


Husband and wife 
may 
elect 


each year to file a joint return or 
separate returns. Where, however, 
Joint or separate returns have been

ia legally the head of a family, or 
what Is a dependent. As a conse- 
quence, they overpay the Govern- 
ment by not claiming their prop- 
er exemption* 
and 
credits. 
Of 


course, the audit of their returns 
discloses most of these errors, but 
not all of them, due to negligence 
or lack of understanding of the In- 
come tax law and regulations. 


Care Is taken In drafting the In- 


structions for filling out the forms 
to make them xtmpla and easily 
understood. The taxpayer should 
study these 
Instructions 
before 


making out his or her return. 


The head of a family, as defined 


by the income tax regulations, Is 
one who, because of a legal or 
moral 
obligation, 
supports 
and 


maintains In one household a de- 
pendent Individual, or Individuals, 
closely connected 
with 
him 
by 


blood, marriage, or adoption. As 
such, ha or she Is entitled to a 
personal exemption of $2,000, 


A credit of $400 Is allowed for 


each dependent A dependent Is 
one under IS years of age, or one 
who is physically or mentally de- 
fective and incapable of self-sup- 
port, He need not live with nor 
bo related to the taxpayer. 


If the husband and wife contri- 


bute to the support of a depend- 
ent, 
the $400 cradlt may be taken 


by the one contributing the chief 
support, and It may not be divid- 
ed between thorn. Likewise, if two 
members of a family contribute to 
the support of a dependent, the 
one who contributes 
more than 


one-half of the support may claim 
the credit. 


Both the personal exemption and 


the credit for dependents must he 
prorated when the status of the 
taxpayer changed during the year. 


This brief statement should «rve 
to help to that end. 


The Internal Revenue Code pro- 


vide* for only one normal tax rate, 
and that la 4 percent of th« net 
Income leas the allowable ponon- 
al exemptions and credits for de- 
pendents, and an earned Income 
credit of 10 per cent of the amount 
of the earned net Income but not 
in excess of 10 percent of 
the 


amount of the net income. For in- 
stance, If the net income is $3,000, 
no more than $300 earned net in- 
come credit would be deductible 
from the net Income. If the net 
Income U $4,000 or lens, there la 
paid only the normal tax rate of 
4 percent. 


The 
personal 
exemption 
and 


credit for dependents are also al- 
lowable as credits against the net 
Income for the purpose of the sur- 
tax, 
the resulting net income bo- 


inp designated 
"surtax 
net 
in- 


come." 


The surtax !• Imposed on sur- 


tax not Incomes In excess of $4,- 
000. 
The rateji 
Increase as 
the 


amount of the surtax net Income 
increases. 


On a surtax net income of $4,- 


000 or less there IB no surtax. On 
a surtax net income In excess of 
(4,000 and not In excess of $6,000, 
the rate Is 4 percent of such ex- 
cess. The surtax upon a surtax net 
Income of $6,000 Is $80, and upon 
a Hurt ax net income In excess of 
$6,000 and not In excess of $8,000 
the- rate is 6 percent of such ex- 
cess In addition to the $80, or a 
surtax of $300 upon a surtax net 
Income of $8,000. 


The defense tax, which the pres- 


ent tax law Imposes, Is a tax of 10 
percent of the combined 
normal 


tax and surtax.
